\CONTEMPT OF GUURT. 


THR 


Jodges Appeinted by the Crewo are Bald 
te be Indipendent of (Crow and 
People. 

EpirorR ONTARIO,—Whats in the 
names of lord or knight that I should 
fear to bring my grievence tothe public 
ar. 

- The language of the above couplet is 

appropriate in reviewing a certain  trans- 

action that occurred recently in Toronto, 

I refer to Mr, Elgin Myora and Mr, E, A, 

MacDonald. ‘The one was cashered or 

disi ed from Military service, not for 

cowardice but for having the courage to 
expreas freely his opinion on the subject 

of annexation. Mr, McDonald was im- 

prisoned for alleged con:empt of court, 

which has caused some comment and 
bitter feeling on account of the cavalier 
mannor in which he was treated by the 
court on that occasion. The term con- 
tempt of court is copied from old English 
laws, and had its origin in the Norman 
conquost of England, and is a species of 
despotism. For contempt of court is now 
anything a court imperiously pleases to 
call so, and inflicts punishment as by 
prerogative without a trial, The practice 
requires to be constitutionally regulated, 

This law of contempt of court is an arbit- 

rary law, .there is no prescribing rules 

for the use of it. The will and temper of 
the judge atall times are its only rule. 

Itis a dangerous power and aught not 

to be placed in the hand of any man, not 

responsible to the people. The manner 

id purposes for which it has been used 


laws should not be responsible at stated 
periods as those entrusted with the power 
of enacting them. The British North 
American Acton the subject of Satire 
ciary is loosely worded and in indifinite, 
To say that a judge shall hold his office 
during good behaviour, is saying nothing. 
For the term good behaviour has neither 
a legal nor a moral definction, In the 
common 7 acceptation of, the term it 
refers rather to a style of manners than to 
principles, and ney be applied to signify 
different and condictory things. A child 
of good behaviour, ajudge of good be- 
haviour, a-soldier of good behaviour in 
the field, a dancing master’s good be- 
haviour in his school, is not the same 
good behaviour then what is the good be~ 
haviour of a judge. Judges aught to be 
to their duties by acontinual responsibility. 
Instead of which they are released from 
all responsibility and cannot be removed 
except by an addrens from both houses of 
Parliament to the Governer General. 
/nd by the loese and undefined establish- 
ment of the judiciary there is always a hole 
to creep out, We may ,iastance the case 
of that upright revising barrister, Judge 
Elliot:, Under our systen, judges are ap- 
poinsed by the crown and are asid to be 
independent of both crown and people. 
In that case they represent nobody but 
themselves, and are responsible to nobody 
and can say to the people, you cannot turn 
me out, 1 am not responsible, to you, all 
ou have to do with me isto pay me. It 
is plainly evident thatthey aughtto be 
elected for a stated period. It is a 
matter equally as in.portant and concerns 
the rights and interests of thejpeople as the 
election of our Members of Parliament, 
Then again the proceedings in our law 
courts aught to be reformed, The plead 
ings are made up from reports and pre- 
cedents of cases taken from old English 
laws and some of those precedents are 
contradictory, and somes others the very 
reverse of what they aughtto be. The 
terms used in our courts arein Latin, 
some in French derived from the Romans 
and Normans who conquered England at 
different periods, And these technical 
terms serve to mystify and obscure casts 
by not being generally understood and 
sometimes the true merits of the case is 
lost ina labyrint of verbal perplexities. 
The subtlety of lawyers is proverbial. 
Each must do the best he can forhis clienc 
and the nature of their business is to"beget 
a.habit fer equivocation and cunning not 
possessed by other people. And they will 
talk law in our courts for hours together 
but it is lawy:rs law and not legislative 
law. Our judges ar: selected from the 
Canadian Bar, Some of them on account 
of politics and others fur past party ser» 
vice. But that is no reason why they 
should not be responsible to sone body 
and also removable, when necessary by 
some constitutional mode without the 
tedious and expensive formality to be 
gone through with for that purprse as 
laid down in the British North American 
Act. Why should judges be privileged 
with duration beyond our Members of 
Parliament. It is I suppose because the 
lawyers had the formation of the judiciary 
Department of the goverament, And as 
soon as a judge receives his appointment 
he becomes invested with that undefined 
thing called contempt of court. And as 
he is responsible to nobody he can call 
it what he pleases, and exercise it with 
impunity. It isa dangerous element to 
free discussion, as well as to the liber- 
ties of the people. And should not be 
placed in the hands of any man not re- 
sponsible to the peopls. For in a case of 
contempt of court petadee inflicts punish- 
ment as by prerogative without a trial, 
And this unwarrantable license should be

of course, the education of the manses, 
as foreshadowed in his book “All Sorte 
and Conditions of Mon,” which probably 
accomplishes its mission sooner and more 
thoroughly than any book that ever was 
written, The polytechnic schools in’ Lon- 
don were established as the dircet result 
of Mr, Besant’s writing, and he talks most 
entertainingly about them. They have an 
attendance of about 5,000 persons nightly, 
and in them handicrafts of all ‘nd 
tought, a considerable amount of amuse- 
mont being mixed up with the. instruction 
to make the course attractive to those at- 
tending. The classes are open to boys 
from fourteen upwards. Small fees are 
charged, and the balance is made up by 
the charity commission and private sub- 
scriptions, which have been most liberal, 
Mr, Besant was engaged on no aéw book 
at present, he sald, but was preparing a 
series of papers on Westminster, which | 
would occupy him for three years at least, 
An old acquaintance revived was that 
of Mr. George W. Cable, who frst intro- 
duced the New Orleans Creoles to English 
readers in his delightful novels.

past six weeks in Toronto completing the 


| Srrangements for the live stock exhibit, 
| He was assisted by Messrs. Richard Gib- 


son, of ;Delaware, John Hope, of Brant- 
ford; J. C. Snell, of Edmonton, and 
others, and their success may be judged 
from the fact that no leas than 154 head of 
cattle, some 70 or 80 horsev, and over 400 
sheep have been secured. There will be 
four herds of Shorthorns, four of Ayr- 
shires, and one each of Herefords, Gallo- 
ways, Devons, Holsteins, and Jerseys, and 
horses of all the leading breeds.

consider is, whether the condition of the 
Canadian tarmer ia what it might be, On 
thia point there is scarcely room for two 
We are not among those who 
that our farmers rs: 2glbE nee 

that thoy cannet succeed even 
present, Where nome of them fail, the 
ult lies with themselves rather thao re 
whilo this is true (here are many disabili- 
tice which wise legislation cag remiove and 
the removal ef which would ade greatly to 
the prosperity of Canadian agriculiure. 

Our farmera are taxed heavily on nearly 

everything they buy ; and are taxed not 

for the purposes of reyenue—that 1s, for 
the necessities of economical governmeat 
—but avowedly to protector fo as it 
called—the manufacturing industries of the 
county, They are taxed to such an ex- 
tont as to enable the producers of almost 
everything they consume to comb.ne to 
reguiale thezprios ab which they muat 
buy, while the Americans after yeas of 
exaction on the part of monopoly, have 
been ri cently breaking up their truats and 
combines, with the reault- aided by over- 
production—that the pricesofmost articles 
required by the farmer is actually cheaper 
over there than here. If our farmers were 
able to import their goo 
Bnitaia ana other countries at a lower rave 
of duty than at present thoy would not 
only save considerable money each year 
‘on such imported articles, but they would

For a protective tariffis double exa.to 
Iitaxes the consumer through the custom! 
house and through the increased price 
which the home manufacturer through 
combination 1s able to demand, Bnt not 
only isthe “anadian farmer prevented 
from buying in the cheapest market, but 
he is refused admission into the dearest 
for a large part of all he produces, The 
obvious policy of the country should be to 
Jesson th» burden of taxation through the 
customs house to the atriciest necessities 
of revenue ; and to secure for him through 
reciprocity, a0 far aw possible, the markets 
of theentire world, Whatever the relstive 
con..ition of the Canadian and of the New 
England farmer, one thing is cortain ; the 
opportua ties of the latter are vaatly better 
than those ofthe former, As we have 
said, the U. S, farmer pays no more, per- 
haps a good deal less, in the aggregate at 
the present time forall he buys; and ne 
has a better market for all heaels. If he 
not more prosperous than the Canadian 
it is hisown fault. Iris because he coes 
not possess so much intellizence, frugality

Referring to tariff reform, the President

The entire movement was to have been 
directed from Curacon, Their plan was 
to begin operations in Colombia by blow- 
ing up the residence of President Nunez 
and public buildings in Bogota and Bar- 
ranquilla, Tho schame included the seiz- 
ure of the local officials und inducing the 
troops to refuse to obey their commanders 
‘This having been accomplished it was pro- 
posed to proclaim simultaneous crusade 
against the Bogota apd Caracas Goyern- 
ments.

This news from Curacoa is confirmed by 
the documents signed in Barrangnills by 
Prefect Gerlein. He reports that Casanas 
formed the plans, the execution of which 
was pot into the control of General Urrea, 
Associated with Casanas and Urrea were 
General Santo Domingo Vilas, ex-Governor 
of the State of Panama, and Senora Espri- 
ells, Ramon Collante and other liberal and 
radical leaders. 1 

Some of these persons and others have 
been arrested. Their private papers were 
seized, These indicated the places where 
arma and dynamite were concoaled, 

The newspaper organa of the liberals 
and radicals have been suppressed by the 
Colombian Government.

THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


AN INT HRESTING svORY ABOUT 
ONT. RIO DXaIHITS 


Alioady Over 600 Letcera Have Boon 
Roosived Concoralog Canadian Goods 
=Canadian timber Muoh Admired 


JACKSON Pank, Cnicaco, Aug. Sed, 
The coolest corner | have been | able %& 
find in the White City is the Foresting 
Duilding. Close to the ceaseloss lapping 
of the waves on the shore of Lake Michi 
gan, in the extreme south eastern part of 
the Park, there in always a grateful broczo 
playing through its piney portals 
Heatifully situated it i» one of the moat 
unique aod interesting buildings of the 
World's Fair, both for ite atyle of arobi 
tecture and the highly atiractive exhibits 
it contains, Rustic in design and detail 
the Forestry building is probably the mo t 
expensive of that partioular kind ever 
erect d in America, It cose $100,000, 
The sides are made of wlabs with tho bark 
removed, ‘There is a wide veraddah en 
circling the whole building, The columns 
of which, supporting the root, are al J of 
varied tree trunks. aasy are bunched in 
groups of three, one of which will be from 
16 to 20 inches in ciamoter and the other 
two compani aller, They are all 
26 feer in height o reatly labeled, The 
demensions of the building are 628 by 
Qo8tfect. Inside are all sorts of wood 
both io the rough and manufac turod stato 
from every clime, plain, mountain, sea- 
shore, river bottom, swamp and jungle 
have all contributed to the display. The 
contral exhibit in the building is a grand 
pyramid build of specimens of wood from 
ell over the world, Verily i: ina universal 
congress of blooks. Califoroia's contribus 
tion, a cutting 14 feet in diameter of ved 
wood, 476 years uld when Columbus land- 


ot under the scant ahade of the palm trees 
at San Salvador, forma the base of the 
pyramid. Around and upon it are group: 
ed obing-chang from Siaun bamboo from 


Japan, teale-wood from Tndis, birch woou 


from Ontario and specimens from all 
other countries, And there isa real, sure 
enough axe ina glass case that figures as 
a sort of frontispioce to this wondorful 
wood grouping in the central exhibit, 1! 
is Gladstono’s axo, #'¢ very axo the Graid 
Man used in cuting out the undergrowth 
at Howarden when in_ training to knook 
out Salisbury in the political arena. Some 
of the specimens ia the exhibits attract ats 
tention. There is a mammoth red wood 
plank 16 tt, Gin, wide ; 12 ft., 9.n long § 
bin, thick, cut from a Valifornia tree 
feet in-ciameter and supposed to be 1500 
years old. A beautiful varved door made 
of feale wood from British India is mich 
admired and a very lurge birch knot.from 
Peterboro county, Ootiro,  at- 
traces no end of attention, There 
are collections of wood from 26 of the 
tates representing numberless. varieties 
ol forest growth, Sixteen foreign nations 
and 31 individual exhibitors, domestic 
aud foreign and among them the Province 
of Ontario make a very creaitable show- 
ing aud withal a very practical one. The 
Ontario scction is on the main aisle south 
ofthe Dominion court and occupies a 
floor space of 1000 square feet. It is 
fronted by a handsome ,Corinthian arch 
way over Which is the sga “Onta jo’ in 
large gold letters, ‘The whole is surmount- 
ed by Canadian flags and emblems, The 
Ontario exhibit tends to show the splendid 
forest resources of the Province ina man- 
ner that arouses the greatest interest es- 
pecially among practical lumbermen buil+ 
ders wood and cabinet workers. There 
are G6 exhibits in the log and squared 
blocks, coniptising all the valuable woods 
such as red pine, spruce, oak, ash, §becch, 
mapl , birch, etc., all neatly arranged 
and relieved at intervals with sample 
boards, beautifully polished. An attrac~ 
tive feature isacase of polished wood, 
spe-imens sent by the Hon. A. S. Hardy, 
Commissioner of Crown Lands, 5 me 
thirty different kinds of wood being rep- 
resented, A pyramid of blocks ornament- 
ed with carved Indian hunting scenes from 
DS Bill of th: Six Nations Indians also 
attracts much atteation. There are par- 
ticularly fine specimens of black cherry

Buenos Ayres, Ang. 17,—The Federal 
Congress has resolved to proclaim the 
state of scige throughout Argentina and to 
promote federal intervention throughout 
the disturbed provinces of Santa Fe and 
San Luis.

Fighting in Mexico, 

Facute Pass, Texas, Ang. 17.—A fight 
took place at the town of Nava between 
the oppositionists under Don Jesus Her- 
rera and the Galanists under Manuel 
Rosas, the former being the attacking 
party. As soon, however, as they found 
there were some federal soldiers among 
the Galanist party they withdrew, as they 
did not wish to interfere in any way with 
the federal authorities.

Tho leader of the “opposi- 
tionists” is Don Francisco Trevino, a rich 
resident of Rio Grande, It is rumored 
that the oppositionists have Manuel Rosas 
and his party surrounded in the town of 
Nava, but reliable news is very difficult to 
obtain, It is definitely known that if any 
serious fighting occurred the state will be 
declared under martial law and a military 
governor appointed pro tem.

ator Morgan waa satisfied in scarcely any 
point, which Justice Harlan said the result 
was more advantageous than oxpected. 


A Raid on the Islands 

Pour Townsenv, Wash, Aug. 18.—Tho 
steamor Quoen arrived from Alahka last 
night, bringing news of a daring raid on 
St, Paul and St, George islands, in Behring 
Sea, on the night of July dth. Two un- 
known schooners landed crews on the 
islands after dark and planghtored soveral 
hundred seals, Tho watchmen on the 
islands were overpowered by the raiders, 
who broke into the sealing house and car- 
ried away an immense number of skins 
belonging to tho lesseos of tho islands. 
Tho vossel escaped before the Governmont 
cutter could be informed of tho ocourrenco, 

What De Courcel Says. 

Lorpoy, Aug. 18,—Tho Paris corres- 
Pree of the Times quotes a passage 
rom the spoech of Baron De Courcel in 
closing the sesaion of the Behring Sea tri- 
bunal as worthy of preservation. Baron 

De Courcel said : 

"Woe haye songht to maintain intact 
the fandamental principle of this august 
right of peoples, which extonds like the 
yault of the sky about all nations and bor- 
rows from the laws of nature itself to pro- 
teot one people of the earth against another 
—and to inouloate in them principles of 
mutual good-will, In the regulations we 
were entrusted to elaborate, we had to de- 
cide between divergent rights and intor- 
ests whioh It was diffioult to conoillate, The 
Governments of the U.S. and Great Bri- 
tain promised with good grace to accept 
and carry ont our decision. Our yolun- 
tary engagement should leave no regrote 
on the part of either one of them, alihuagh 
we have asked of both what they will re- 
gard as serions sacrifices, This part of 
our work consists of innovation. 

‘Hitherto the nations had agreed to 
leave outside of all special legislation the 
vast domain of the seas; yet the sea, after 
the Iand, has become simall for men who, 
like the hero Alexander, and not less 
ardent in work than he, in glory display 
their energies in a world too narrow. 

‘* Our work is the first attempt to share 
the products, hitherto undefined, of the 
ocean by a ruling to be applied to goods 
which have escaped every other law ex- 
cept that of the firat comer, If the at 
tempt succeeds it will undoubtedly bo 
followed by numerons imitations until the 
entire planet on the waters ag on the con- 
tinents aball have become the object of 
jealous division. Then perhaps the con- 
ception of property will change among 
men.” 


MUST PAY IN FULL, 


‘The Lessees of the Pribyloff Islands Will 
Got No Rebate, 

Wasuincroy, Aug. 18,—An unexpected 
sequel of the Behring Sea controyersy is 
that the lessees of the Pribyloff Islands, 
who aince the agitation of questions now 
decided by arbitration, have year by year 
heen restrained by the United States with 
in narrow limits in regard to the number of 
eeals captured, haye been officially advised 
that tho full amount of their stipulated 
rental will now be exacted from them by 
the United States, and that the action of 
the previous administration in reducing 
the rental to correspond with the reduc- 
tion enforced in the catoh was illegal 

Secretary Carlisle yesterday made an 
official demand on the North American 
Commercial Company for $280,715.14 
for rental and bonus of the Priby 
loff Islands. Tho aotion of Secretary 
Carliste is based on an opinion rendered 
by Attorney-General Olney, 

Tn his letter to Lloyd Travos, of Sau 
Francisco, preejlent of the North Ameri 
can Commercial Co,, Secretary Carlisle 
says ; ‘' The action of my predecessors in 
taking reduotions {n the rontal and bonus 
which your company agreed to pay to the 
United States, under its contract for the 
exclusive privilege of taking seals in Alas- 
ka, was without authority of law.” 

The original vontract was entered into 
in 1889 and fixed the annual rental at 
$60,000 per year and limited the maxt- 
mum oatoh in any one year to 
100,000 seals, which catch could 
be reduced in the discretion of the Seore 
tary of the Treasury. In addition to this 
rental the Government was to receive $9.60 
per skin of each seal taken, besides other 

rovisions as to the care of the natives. 

he Secretary of tho Treasury fixed the 
limit of the catch this year at 10 apala, 
The next year about 18,000 were taken and 
fn 1892 10,500. Aoti on an opinion 
rendered by Attorney-General Miller, Seo- 
retary Charles Foster, as he had reduced 
the catch of seals from the original con- 
tract of 100,000, reduced the rent in pro: 
portion, This action of Secretary Fostor 
4 now declared to have been illegal, hence 
the demand made, which, it is understood, 
will bo followed by legal proceedings in 


caso the demand is not complied with,

MBEDICaL MISSION WORK 


What tho Graduates of Kington College 
Have Been Doing 

The report has appeared of the medical 

mission work done in India by the doctors 

graduated from Kingston ladies’ medical 

| college, laboring in connection with the 

Presbyterian churoh oi Canada and Cen- 
tral India. During the year, ended Feb. 

_ 28th last, Dr. M. G, Fraser conducted 10,- 
272 treatments and 162 visits to patients 

-at Mhow. Drs. Marion Oliver and Mag- 

| gie O'Hara had 211 in-patients and 8,107 

| out patients at Indore, to whom they paid 

674 visits. Dr, Maggie McKellar, av 
Neemuch, had 664 out.patients and gave 
13,676 treatments, besides conducting 
a daily bible reading with an 
average of thirty-seven native 

‘attendants. This is a work in which 
every person who has helped the King- 

‘ston college will feel a just pride and 
satisfaction, 

, Rev, W.J. Jamieson reports that the 
medical work, although expensive is a 
great means of opening a way to the 
affections of the people. The reading of 
the acripture is carried on daily while the 
patients are waiting treatment. Some 

_men come a distance of forty miles to 
| consnlt these lady doctors, At first the 
mention of surgical treatment was to have 
| the patient fly away terror-stricken, but 
already confidence has led to filteen sub 
| mitting to operations, This means much 
Jina people accustomed to let cature un- 
qasisted remedy her own diseases. Miss 
Frasier is extending the medical work 
to Barwai, a large village, reaghed by 
train from Mhow, She has two bible 
women at work there, and one of her 
‘ helpers attends regularly with mediciaes. 
Having caught the amall-pox from a pati- 
ent she was laid aside for six-weeks, En- 
couraging donoations have been received 
| during the year from Canadain aid of 
\ hospital work. Many natives who came 
to the hospitals not caring whether they 
lived or died, because of suffering, have 
| gone out in health and strength to be 
helpers among the people to the mission- 
aries. One native, who came three hun 
dred miles to be treated in the hospital, 
has joined the christian people and is earn- 
ing her living with them, A courtyard 
has becn added to the Indore hospital aad 
paid for by donations from the people of 
that place, Miss Sinclair is effecting 
educational work a‘ Indoro through Sun: 
day and day schools.—Whiy-

The socounts of the massacre whioh have 
been telegraphed at length from Italian’ 
souroos to the Berlin pross are quite differ: 
ent from the French despatches. The 
iden peeeared by the French statement was 
that about French workingmon and 
as many Italians, after mutual provoon: 
tion, did some hot fighting, which resulted 
in the killing or wounding of the most 
belligerent combatants, In fact the Fronch- 
men numbered nearly 1,000, while there 
wore but 150 Italians. About 400 of the 
Frenchmen were armed with revolvers or 
rifles, They marched down to the salt 
works where the Italians were employed 
with the avowed intention of driving them 
out, if not worse, 

For a short time the police made a pre- 
tense of protecting the Italians, but they 
were #0 half-hearted in their measures 
thatthe Italiana became convinced that 
they must take care of themselves and 
hurried to a farmhouse near the works, 
The mob followed, The Italians barri- 
caded the doors, The Frenchmen sur- 
rounded the house and held it in a state of 
siege for hours while shooting at every 
man who showed himself before a window. 

A company of police were present but 
exercised little influence on the mob be- 
cause the officer in charge refused to let 
them fire on the attacking parties. Even- 
tually the police advised the Italians to 
leave the house and fly for theirlives to the 
town. The Italians accepted thie advioe. 
They broke in ups from the rear door 
and fought their way as best they conld 
through the crowds of rioters, and ran for 
their lives across country or on the high- 
ways towards Aigues-Mortes. This was the 
opportunity of the man-hunters. They 
started in pursuit unrestrained by the 
police, and beat down with clubs or shot 
the Italians wherever captured. The hant 
was continued throngh the streets of the 
town, The Italians were beaten to death 
within a hundred yards of the police sta- 
tion. Two men were shot dead in front 
of the mayor's office,

STRIKERS THREATEN VIOLENCE. , 


Welsh Miners Will Prevent Work in the 
Collieries—Military Called Out. 


Lonpox, Ang. 21.—The situation in 
South Wales owing to the coal strike has 
not improved, The strikers made ropeated 
attacks on-the collieries on Saturday, and 
Rumbers of strikers, workers and polics 
wore injnred in the conflict. The district 
was much excited, Great military and 
police precautions haye been taken, aud 
-the serionsness of tho situation can be 
judged by the fact that the cosl owners 
haye asked for 2,000 infantry-and 1,000_ 
cavalry to protect the collieries and the 
working colliers, Over 700 infantry have 
left Plymouth in trains for the Rhondda 
Valley, and 500 others will proceed at once. 
The desperate-meusnres which the men are 
taking in order to coerce the coal owners 
were shown when a body of strikers en- 
deayored to stop the work of thé colliery 
which alone supplies the Pontypridd gas 
works, in order to put the town in dark- 
neas, while stones were found on the rai’- 
way line which evidently had been placed 
there by the strikers. The district has the 
appearance of being in a state of siege. 

Sentinels are stationed on the hill tops 
and round the collieries to anuounce the 
approach of thé strikers to the troops. The 

olice are guarding the collieries, of which 
eas than 20 out of 204 are working.

INCENSED ITALIANS, 


Trying to Force Their Government te 
Demand Rodress. 

Rome, Ang. 22.—The troubles growing 
ont of fighting between French and Italian 
workingmen employed at the salt works at 
Aigues-Mortes, France, are increasing and 
threaten to inyolve graye international 
complications, It is not in Rome alone 
that the popular indignation at what 
Italians consider a gross breach of inter- 
national comity is finding vent in demon- 
atrations that are evidently intended to 
coerce the Government into demanding an 
apology from France for the attack upon 
Italians, and the payment of an indemnity. 
Riots directed against the French have oo- 
curred in many of the provincial towns 
and the situation is considered exceedingly 
grave, The most serious ontbreak of pop- 
ular feoling against the French occurred 
when a howiing mob attempted to burn 
the French embassy here, Some of the 
rioters carried cans of petroleum, The 
authorities had anticipated that an attack 
might be attempted on the embassy, and a 
strong force of troops was detailed to 
eaarttte building. The rioters, however, 
attempted to carry ont the threats to burn 
the ombassy, notwithstanding the presenoe 
of the soldiers, They refuscd to disperse 
and the soldiers charged upon them seyer- 
al times, wounding many with their sabres,

A Secession Conspiracy, 

Sr. Perenssurc, Aug. 24.—An alleged 
conspiracy has been discovered in Khar- 
koy, the capital of the government of that 
name, 420 miles south-west of Moscow. It 
ia said that the object of the conspirators 
was to bring about the separation of the 
Ukraine from Russia. The Ukraine was 
an old subdivision of Russia and South- 
east Poland, which now forms the govern- 
ments of Kiev, Poltava, and Kharkov, 
Twenty-six arrests have been made in con- 
neotion with the Cee ESE One of the 
prisoners is a Mile.

STEALING FOOD. 


Unemployed Workmon in Buffalo Loot « 
Market, 

Burravo, Aug. 25.—Sorious trouble da- 
veloped yesterday at the Broadway markot 
due to the bold rpbbery of the provision 
j stands by the unem, ployed Poles of Enat 
' Buffalo, The Siar began on Wednea- 

day but was quolled by the police. Yee- 
terday morning the thieving was renewed 
and included not only the bakers’ wagons, 
but the farmess’ wagons and provision 
stands, The owners of the stands and 
stalls which were raided by the hungry 
mob withstood the attempt to loot them aa ~ 
best they could, The assaulting party 
numbering forty or fifty at first, soon grew 
to two or three hundred, far outnumber- 
ing the marketmen and the pulico who 
were on duty there. A oall for aid was 
made upon police headquarters and the 
reservemen from all precincts were hur- 
ried to the svene, Order was speodily re. 
stored and some 40 of the Poles arrested. 

What Started the Trouble, 

Burraro, Aug, 25,—The primary cause 
of the disturbance yestrrday was an at- 
tempt by a Hebrow pedler to defraud a 
Polish woman in making change. There 
has been bad blood between the Poles and 
the Jows, and it only required slight pro- 
yooation to create an open rupture. This 
and the fact that many of tho Poles wore 
unemployed and were glad of an oppor- 
tunity to raid the stands, brought about 
the attack. Nearly all the wagons and 
stands looted belonged to Hebrows. For 
several days the Polos have been restless 
and haye beon threatening if they wore 
not given work or bread they would obtain 
the latter. by violence, Meetings have 
been held and much inflammatory talk in- 
dulged in. The police assert that though 
the Poles may be out of work, there aro 
fow (ifany) hungry. Most of them haye 
their homes paid for and money laid by. 
They are unc because of lack of em- 
pore and are always ready for a row. 

uring the afternoon the crowd around the 
market numbered beween 2,000 and 8,000, 
but the police were in strong foros, and 
no further disturbance waa attempted. 
The situation, however, ia critical, and a 
very uneasy feeling prevails among shop 
keepers in the district.

‘upon the sloping greenwood. Near the 

centre of the small space enclosed can bo 
seen the out lines of a cellar wall, that 
supported a strvoture. of not very large 
dimensions. Here stood the housein which 
the late Sir. John A, Macdonald lived 
| with his parents whena boy. This buill- 
ing, long since demolished, served asa 
dwelling and shop, the thrifty scotch 
wife and mother supplemeuting the earn- 
jogs of her spouse by selling such neces- 
sities as the settlers needed. The boy, 
who was then somewhat remarkable for 
precocity ot manner, was destined to be- 
come the foremost person in his adopted 
country, to excersise an incomparable 
influence over the distinies of Canada, and 
have amemorial dirge chanted in West- 
minster Abbey after his death. His 
early inspirations of patriotism was formed 
by scenes as attractive as could be found 
in the most favored sections of this conti-

oxceasively, If the Irish mombers restrain 
their enthusiasm sufficiently to conform to 
this request thero will be no recurrence of 
brawls on the floor of the House, 

It now has been deoided definitely that 
the Home Rule bill shall bo introduced in 
the House of Lords on Monday, Septem- 
ber 4, and will be taken to the second read- 
ing on the following day. - The division 
will be made and the bill will be rejected 
on September 8, Some sort of a compro- 
mise at the autumn session is now regard- 
ed by many as probable. 


English Opinions of Repeal. 

Lonpoy, Aug. 80.—The Morning Post 
says that the yote in the United States 
House of Roprésentatives yesterday in- 
dicates a great change in American opin- 
fon, and shows that tho Democrats are 
practically united for the repeal of the 
Silver Aot. In“the face of such a ma-

The Times says ; The Wilson Bill goes 
to the Senate with all the authority that 
the very remarkable declaration of opinion 
of the Lower House can confer, It is evi- 
dent that the severe and continued de-

It seems 
improbable that anything will come out of 
the Voorhees bill. It is the expiring effort 
of the silver party.” Silver, deprived of 
the support of the Sherman act, will sink 
to a level too low to suit the bimetallist 
notions of a proper ratio or to facilitate 
the establishment of a donble -standard. 
The passage of the Wilson bill will not 
produce the unlimited improvement in the 
situation that is expected in some quarters, 
because the Sherman act {s not the only 
obstacle to commercial prosperity, Fiscal 
blunders and unsound speculation count 
for much, but it may be hoped that the 
removel of the silver incubus will enable 
the Americans to see more clearly what 
other measures are required to put buai- 
ness on a sound basis.

Under thie law all Chillans who served 
under Balmaceda, except the members of 
Claudio Vicuna’s Cabinet and the persons 
responsible for the Los Canos massacre, 
aro permitted to return to Chili and resume 
all the rights and privileges of citizens, 

Vicuna and the members of his Cabinet 
are now under indictment for yarious 
offences. There are also indictments 
against those connected with the murder 
of forty students at Los Canos, that nnm- 
ber of young enthusiasts—rona of those 
then in revolt against Balmaceda—having 
been murdered in the most cruel and 
heartless manner. 

The Government has refused to grant 
amnesty to those who were engaged in the 
plots organized Iast December and April 
against the Geyernment. Claudio Vieuna 
and the members of his Cabinet will be 
prosecuted with vigor. 


In a State of Slege. 

New York, Ang. 31.—A despatch to the 
World from Panama says: Barranquilla, 
the leading Liberal city of Colombia, South 
America, and the residence of a merchant 
population, as well as a rival of the old 
walled town of Cartagenia, the home of 
President Rafael Nunez, was declared in a 
atate of siege on August 24. 4 

The object is to allow the military law 
to deal with the captured rebels, The ex- 
citement continnes as the action of the 
Conservative president in declaring a state 
of siege is equivalent to placing the sus- 
pects of Barranquilla in prison. Import-

It is 
conceded that the declaration of a state of 
siege will hasten revolution.

fortified it adding London to its ancient 
name and ejecting from their holdings all 
persons who would not foreawear their 
religion by taking the oath of supremacy. 
His Majesty then bestowed it on the trades 
people of the Metropolis of England, and 
it became an English garrison- and a bone 
of contention, till the defeat of King James 
the Second, one of the most pusilaminous 
cowards that ever set foot on Irish soil.
